English Heritage steps in 
again to fight bypass plan 


COUNCIL leader James Palmer 
fears English Heritage bosses 
are “doing everything in their 
power” to halt Ely's Southern 
Bypass in its tracks. 

The £30 million bypass plans, 
which have been in the pipeline 
for more than a decade, moved 
a major step forward in 
February when they were 
approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee. 

A final decision on the propos¬ 
als was due to be made by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council this month, but that 
has now been put back. 

Soham-based Cllr Palmer, 
both a district and county 
councillor, is warning residents 
that English Heritage, a non- 
departmental public body of 
the Government, wants to stop 
the plans at the last hurdle. 

He said: “I am extremely wor¬ 
ried that this unelected, outside 
body, which is also based out¬ 
side of East Cambridgeshire is 
doing everything in its power to 
stop this bypass. 

“They are using taxpayers’ 
money to try and stop some¬ 
thing which 80 per cent of peo¬ 
ple in East Cambridgeshire 
want to happen, and they are 
using Ely Cathedral as a hobby 
horse, even though the cathe¬ 
dral is fully supportive of the 
bypass, which I find hugely 
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ironic. 

“Residents need to be aware 
that if English Heritage is suc¬ 
cessful in stopping this at the 
last hurdle - something we have 
all been fighting to get for years 
-there is no plan B. 

“Their argument is that an 
underpass should be built in 
order to protect the views of the 
cathedral but we have gone over 
this time and time again and an 
underpass will not benefit East 
Cambridgeshire like the bypass 
will. 

“My fear is that if English 
Heritage is not scrutinised we 
will miss this fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity, for which the funding is 
there and waiting, and the peo¬ 
ple of East Cambridgeshire will 
be looking at another 20 years 
before we get a real solution to 
congestion on the A142.”

A spokeswoman for English 

Heritage said: “We believe that 

all the other options would be 
less harmful to Ely Cathedral 
and our research has shown 
that one of the options, of low¬ 
ering and widening the existing 
underpass, could resolve Ely’s 
transport problems and allow 
regeneration of the station area 
without additional harm to the 
cathedral and other parts of Ely. 

“We had reviewed the county 
council’s application for the 
construction of the proposed 
southern bypass and concluded 
that as it stands, it would be 
very harmful. 

“A detailed report, setting out 
English Heritage’s response has 
been submitted to the county 
council. 

“Ely Cathedral is important to 
the history and quality of life in 
this country and decisions 
made will have an impact for 
years to come. 

“English Heritage advises a 
considered course of action; 
one that will allow economic 
development now, without pos¬ 
ing a threat to our past achieve¬ 
ments.” 

The county council confirmed 
that the decision had been put 
back and that a date is yet to be 
arranged. 

Nobody at the council was 
available to comment any fur¬ 
ther.

Boost for 
schools is 
welcomed 


A CAUTIOUS welcome has 
been given to news that school 
pupils in the Ely area will 
receive extra cash next year. 

The Government has 
announced a consultation that 
would result in 

Cambridgeshire’s schools per 
pupil funding - the lowest fund¬ 
ed in the country - rising by 
about £20 million in 2015/16. It 
equates to an extra £275 per 
pupil. 

Although each school is likely 
to experience a different level of 
increase due to their individual 
circumstances, it is a signifi¬ 
cant boost for all primary and 
secondary schools across the 
county and is something that 
head teachers, governors, coun¬ 
cillors and MPs have been cam¬ 
paigning for for years. 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet 
member for education and 
learning, said: “We welcome 
this news of increased funding 
for 2015-16. It acknowledges the 
dire financial situation 
Cambridgeshire’s schools have 
been in for many years, as well 
as the tireless work that has 
been done by many people and 
organisations to raise the issue 
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at the highest level. 

“The extra funding is a step in 
the right direction - but there is 
alongway to go. Cambridgeshire 
has been chronically under¬ 
funded for many years and 
while this announcement is 
good news, we need to continue 
our work to secure a fairer 
approach to funding schools in 
the long term.” 

Sir Jim Paice, MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire, said: “For 
too manyyears Cambridgeshire 
has received a very low level of 
funding compared with much 
of the rest of the country due to 
historical accident and an out- 
of-date assessment of need. 

“This announcement is really 
good news and long overdue 
recognition of what I and many 
others in Cambridgeshire have 
been saying for a very long time. 

“I know that many schools in 
Cambridgeshire will face a dif¬ 
ficult year before this extra 
money is available to them but I 
am very pleased that there is 
now the prospect of real change 
in the very near future.”

The insider, who did not 
want to be named, said that 
the Lady Chapel is being 
made to look as “authentic as 
possible” for the filming, 
which is expected to start 
today. 

As previously reported, ban¬ 
quet scenes for the hugely- 
anticipated new adaptation of 
the William Shakespeare 
tragedy are being shot there. 

The film stars Hollywood 
actor Michael Fassbender and 
actress Marion Cotillard, and

“Obviously everyone is pret¬ 
ty excited about the filming.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
cathedral said she was unable 
to comment due to confiden¬ 
tiality agreements. 

It is the seventh time that 
the cathedral has been cho¬ 
sen as a major movie location.

Anger as church 
trees are felled

RESIDENTS are furious after 
trees in a village churchyard 
have been cut down. 

Villagers in Prickwillow are 
demanding answers after all 
the trees in the grounds of St 
Peter’s Church, in Main Street 
- some of which they say were 
up to 200 years old - were 
felled. 

The work was carried out by 
the Diocese of Ely, which 
owns the church. The build¬ 
ing has stood empty since the 
church closed in 2011 due to 
dwindling congregation 
numbers. 

A spokeswoman for the dio¬ 
cese said: “The church in 
Prickwillow has been closed 
for a number of years and the 
trees had obscured the view 
of the building from the road. 

“Rather than let the church 
fall to rack and ruin the dio¬ 
cese is actively trying to find 
an alternative use for it. 

“In taking down the trees, 
the diocese was allowing for 
the creation of a space that 
could be used as a driveway, 
should the church building be 
converted into a dwelling.” 

She added: “The diocese 
verified that no Tree

Preservation Orders had been 
placed on the trees and there¬ 
fore consent from the district 
council was not required.” 

But local resident Mike 
Wilson is among those 
unhappy with the move. 

He said: “No-one knew it 
was going to happen, we’re 
not aware of any tree work 
notifications and when asked, 
the man cutting them down 


only said that he’d been told 
to do it as quick as possible. 

“Some of the trees were up 
to 200 years old. Can they do 
this? What about bats and 
other wildlife that would have 
colonised the trees; especial¬ 
ly since the church closed 
down a couple of years back.” 

Cathy White, senior trees 
officer at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “I was 
not aware of any planned tree 
works at this site but on inves¬ 
tigation the trees were not 
protected so the district 
council did not need to be 
consulted prior to the felling. 

“Sadly, there is nothing the 
council can do retrospective¬ 
ly about this tree work as 
there has been no breach of 
tree protection legislation 
that we could take enforce¬ 
ment action on.”

Development 
moves forward 


MAMMOTH plans to build 
another out-of-town retail 
development in Ely have 
moved a step forward. 

Cambridge-based develop¬ 
ment company, Cambridge 
Property Group, has submit¬ 
ted a screening opinion to 
develop around 10 hectares of 
land in Downham Road - to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. The site is currently 
occupied by the Ely Outdoor 
Sports Association. 

The proposals involve 
building a new supermarket, 
petrol filling station, retail 
warehousing and a pub/res¬ 
taurant. 

In January, the firm revealed 
it wanted to build on the land, 
located off the A10 bypass. 

Speaking at the time, a 
spokesman for the firm said it 
was hoping Tesco could be 
swayed to build a new store 
there, instead of on the pro¬ 
posed Octagon Park develop- 
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ment in Angel Drove. 

He said: “The site is best 
located to serve Ely’s future 
needs, in particular its ambi¬ 
tious housing growth to the 
north. 

“It will deliver a comprehen¬ 
sive solution accommodating 
many requirements in one 
place that the city needs.” 

Existing sports and football 
facilities on the land would be 
“extended and enhanced 
nearby”, according to the 
spokesman. 

The submission of the 
screening opinion - in which 
planners tell developers what 
supporting evidence they 
want if and when a formal 
planning application is sub¬ 
mitted, such as environmen¬ 
tal/archaeological surveys - 


comes just a week after 
Turnstone (Ely) Ltd submit¬ 
ted a screening opinion for a 
proposed multi-million 
pound leisure development 
on land adjacent to Ely Rugby 
Club - also in Downham 
Road. 

Turnstone’s plans involve 
building a six-screen cinema 
and eight new restaurants - 
three of which would be 
‘drive-throughs’. They also 
want to build an underpass at 
the A10. 

A spokesman said: “What 
we are proposing is in full 
accordance with the emerg¬ 
ing Local Plan and reflects 
the wishes of Ely residents 
who have previously identi¬ 
fied the Downham Road 
junction as their favoured 
choice for a leisure develop¬ 
ment.” 

A decision on both screen¬ 
ing opinions is expected 
within a matter of weeks. 


Change of use plans for former Millets store 


ONE of Ely’s most talked 
about empty shops is the sub¬ 
ject of a fresh planning appli¬ 
cation. 

James Bateson, from 
Rannerlow Ltd, has applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to change the use of 
26, Market Place - the city’s 
former Millets store. 

The premises, which have 


stood empty for more than 
two years and will cost any 
new tenant £40,000 a year to 
rent, are currently covered by 
AJ use. But Mr Bateson now 
wants the use to be changed 
to Al, A2 and A3. 

Speaking to Ely News, he 
said: “This change of use 
application isn’t because we 
have a new tenant lined up. 


It’s about widening the app¬ 
eal of the premises, as they 
have been on the market for 
quite some time.” 

A2 use would enable the 
building to become a betting 
agent, building society or 
similar, and A3 use covers 
pub, restaurant and cafe use.

Our members have concerns 

COUNCILLOR Moakes’ resignation and his 
comments regarding car park charging, as 
unpopular as they may be, have detracted from 
the real issues at East Cambs Council. 

The council now has a balanced budget for 
2014/15, a situation which has been achieved 
through the industry and skills of senior 
officers working together, rather than through 
any work undertaken by the leading group of 
local politicians. 

These same officers are nevertheless under 
threat of redundancy. UNISON members are 
anxiously awaiting the outcome of the 
statutory consultation exercise which followed 
the publication of the Chief Executive’s 
proposals for a restructured council. 

Many staff have taken considerable time to 
submit informed responses to the proposals. 
UNISON and Councillors alike are also aware 
that an alternative, fully-costed proposal, has 
been submitted by senior staff, which would 
realise more savings than the original 
structures put forward by the Chief Executive. 
These proposals may affect their own and the 
Chief Executive’s pay and terms and conditions 
but could mitigate the need for costly 
redundancies and the potential “brain drain” 
of professional, committed and hard working 
staff. 

UNISON members have grave concerns that 
these alternative proposals will not be given 
the credence they deserve. If this is the case, 
and the concerns of those delivering or 
supporting services are yet again ignored, it 
will prove that the consultation process has, 
indeed, been a sham. 

Staff forced to leave the organisation in these 
circumstances will have every right to take 
advice from UNISON on how to proceed with 
their appeals and, ultimately, to seek Union 
support with an application to an Employment 
Tribunal. 

At such a stage, local residents may wish to 
question their local councillors about what 
they know about this process and, in 
particular, why an alternative proposal, which 
exceeds the cost cutting brief imposed by the 
leading group was not taken up. 

UNISON sincerely hopes that we are proved 
wrong and that common sense prevails. 
However, all local council taxpayers and those 
who access council services should take an 
active interest in the outcome of the 
consultation, which will be announced on 27 
March. Ultimately, it is local people and vital 
local services that will be affected.

What is their agenda? 

IUDGING from letters to your paper, I am not 
alone in my concerns about what is going on at 
ECDC and what Cllr Palmer’s agenda is. 

I sent him an email in fanuary, not 
acknowledged, with an article about Windsor 
and Maidenhead managing for the fifth year 
running to reduce its council tax. I suggested 
that, given Palmer is a district and county 
councillor, he and the CEOs might contact said 
council to see how this has been accomplished. 
They spend thousands of pounds on 
consultants and consultations, but ignore the 
conclusions. For example, in October 2007, a 
209-page document was published called 
“Core Strategy Amendment Preferred Options 
Paper”. It raises many concerns about 


development, e.g. “Soham sewage treatment 
works is at capacity and requires upgrading 
and the foul sewerage network requires local 
reinforcements. It is therefore requested that 
new allocations are phased to come forward 
post 2016”. Totally ignored. 

The paper highlights problems with 
congestion, insufficient electricity for Soham 
and Ely, inadequate secondary school spaces 
in Soham along with medical facilities. Given 
massive building in Soham one really wonders 
what the point of consultations is and what the 
planners actually do. 

Anglia Water has to send contractors to clear 
drains on a regular basis. It was said that new 
housing was needed for locals, but much of it is 
being bought by non locals and those overseas 
as investment. That is totally immoral. 

Two well-known sayings come to mind “the 
suit must be cut to fit the cloth” and “there is 
no point in buying a dog if you’re going to bark 
yourself”. Time for Cllr Palmer and his councils 
to remember by whom they are employed.

Trusts are the way forward 

IT is quite clear that Cambridgeshire is an area 
experiencing massive commercial growth. 
House prices are going up and up and this 
situation can only continue as the southern 
half of Cambridgeshire becomes more 
prosperous. The new Cambridge Science Park 
Station and the planned one at Soham can only 
contribute to house price rises in East Cambs 
and west Norfolk. All well and good if you earn 
£50,000 per year plus and can afford to buy and 
maintain a property in this lovely part of the 
world. 

But the current model of social housing will 
continue to cater for lower income families 
some of whom have complex problems. I guess 
there will always be a need for housing 
association owned properties much in the style 
we see today. 

There is however a fast growing constituency 
of “regular hard working” people who in many 
cases hold down good socially important jobs 
but don’t earn enough to get a decent place 
where they can be proud to call “home” and 
put down proper roots. We all need to belong 
somewhere. This middle ground group of 
people who may earn between £20,000 and 
£40,000 a year are struggling to pay rent, pay 
council tax, buy a rail season ticket, bring up a 
family, run a car, buy clothes, eat some food 
and save for a deposit on a house (which can be 
in the region of £25,000). 

It is essential that we offer a real way for 
people who work locally and contribute to our 
society to have proper well designed and built 
homes near where they work. Houses need 
decent size gardens and green spaces so 
children can grow up knowing where they 
belong. It is terrible when young people are 
kicking some beer cans around on the local 
“Rec” because their houses have no proper 
gardens. 

I am proud to support the Community Land 
Trust model and see it as absolutely the way to 
give our young people hope of a decent future, 
(the residents will come from right across the 
age ranges). 

It is 100% right and proper that those citizens 
who contribute to their communities should 
experience their communities doing 
something for them. 

The Stretham and Wilburton Community 
Land Trust is very much for the people and 
controlled by local residents. 

The schemes will be a massive benefit for local 
working people who will be offered homes by 
their local Trust.

Man jailed after his 
horses cause crash

A HORSE owner has been jailed after 
his animals wandered on to the A14 
and caused a fatal crash which 
claimed the life of a young man on 
Christmas Day. 

Thomas Allen, 23, of Red House 
Gardens, Soham, died in hospital on 
December 25, 2012 as the result of 
injuries he sustained in a horrific 
four-vehicle collision on the A14. 

The accident, which happened at 
approximately 10.20pm on Christmas 
Eve between Copdock and 
Sproughton, near Ipswich, was caused 
when a number of horses wandered 
onto the dual carriageway. 

Stacy Humphrys, 27, of West 
Meadows, Ipswich, pleaded guilty to 
causing a public nuisance at Ipswich 
Crown Court and was jailed for 26 
months Last Thursday. 

The court heard that around five or 
six horses were loose on the road at 
the time, three of which were killed in 



the collision. 

In a statement issued shortly after 
the sentencing, Mr Allen’s family said: 
“There is no relief or happiness here 
today, our loss is just as strong as it 


was on Christmas Day 2012. 

“Nothing can take away the total 
devastation and pain we feel. This 
accident should never have happened. 

“Tom was not doing anything wrong; 
he was just travelling home to his 
family for Christmas and sadly he 
never arrived.” 

Sgt Bob Patterson from Suffolk 
Police, said: “This was a truly horrific 
collision which resulted in the loss of 
a young man’s life. 

“The court heard that Humphrys, 
over a prolonged period, failed to 
ensure that his horses were kept 
secure. 

“He had allowed them to graze and 
wander at will on lands in the 
Sproughton area, and as a result they 
were not prevented from gaining 
access on to the A14 

“I hope that Humphrys’ guilty plea 
and sentencing will provide some 
comfort to Thomas’ family who have 
waited over a year for this day to 
come.”

The plans have been approved 
subject to conditions, one of which 
is that eating and drinking will 
only be permitted in the bar’s out¬ 
side seating areas from 7am until 
midnight Sunday to Thursday and 
from 7am until 12.45am on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

Another condition is that any 
external live music must end at 
6pm on any night of the week. 

Despite residents and city coun¬ 


cillors’ concerns, the proposals 
have been largely welcomed by 
residents, who say Ely needs more 
restaurants and nighttime venues. 

In a statement to the council, Ta 
Bouche said: “A demand has been 
identified for a successful food and 
drink venue along the river walk 
through the day and evening. The 
outdoor seating area to the back of 
the building will be identified as a 
children’s area during the day and 
a play zone will be provided.” 

Approving the scheme, Giles 
Hughes, head of planning at the 


council, said: “The application has 
been approved as it is broadly in 
accord with the policies of the 
Local Plan, and it represents a high 
quality of development that can be 
considered as ‘sustainable’. 

“The policies themselves have 
been sufficiently explicit to guide 
the submitted application so that 
acceptable plans and information 
have been provided.”

Speak up 
on NHS 
retender 


CHANGES to the way out¬ 
patient services could soon be 
run at Ely's Princess of Wales 
Hospital are now subject to a 
public consultation. 

There are four final bidders - 
made up of NHS trusts and pri¬ 
vate organisations - seeking to 
deliver the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group’s (CCG) Older 
People’s Programme. 

All outpatient services are cur¬ 
rently delivered by the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Community Serv¬ 
ices NHS Trust but the pro¬ 
gramme was put out to tender 
last year in the largest contract 
of its type to date. 

The move has proved contro¬ 
versial as many people are wor¬ 
ried it will leave elderly and vul¬ 
nerable patients isolated. 

But the CCG insists that the 
procurement is to “improve out¬ 
comes and service quality” for 
all patients. 

Members of the public now 
have until the end of June to 
have their say on the plans. 
People’s feedback will be con¬ 
sidered by the CCG before being 
passed on to the bidders as they 
develop full solutions, to be sub¬ 
mitted in late July. 

Dr Arnold Fertig, clinical lead 
for the CCG’s older people’s pro¬ 
gramme, said: “We feel that bet- 
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ter NHS-funded healthcare for 
older people and adults with 
long-term conditions means 
care is delivered in a joined-up 
way around the needs of the 
patient. 

“We want to gather views on 
the initial proposals, so the bid¬ 
ders we shortlist can take them 
into account as they put togeth¬ 
er their more detailed proposals. 

“Whether you are an older per¬ 
son or approaching older age 
yourself, someone with a long¬ 
term condition, their carer or 
relative, or whether you’re a fel¬ 
low GP or other health profes¬ 
sional, we want you to let us 
know what you think. 

“Whoever is awarded the NHS 
contract to deliver Integrated 
Older People’s Pathway and 
Adult Community Services ac¬ 
ross Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough, care will remain NHS- 
funded, provided under an NHS 
contract and free at the point of 
delivery.”

A PROGRAMME of events being 
planned to celebrate the creation 
of new wetland habitat, has been 
given a £900,000 boost. 

The Ouse Washes Landscape 
Partnership (OWLP) scheme has 
been awarded a grant of £905,100 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF). 

The partnership, made up of 27 
organisations, has been formed to 
promote the Ouse Washes Habitat 
Creation Project, and in particular 
to encourage community involve¬ 
ment. 

The project itself involves trans¬ 
forming around 180 hectares of 
agricultural land between Coveney 
and Wardy Hill into wetland habi¬ 
tat. 

The plans, which proved contro¬ 
versial among some residents, 
were approved last autumn and 
work is due to start either later this 
year or early next year. 

Farmers have been selling their 
land to the Environment Agency 
for the project over the last few 
years and the site in Coveney is just 
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one part it. In around two years 
time the organisation hopes to 
flood hundreds more hectares of 
land near Sutton. 

The OWLP says it will be using 
the funding to help deliver a spe¬ 
cial programme of activities 
between April this year and March 
2017. 

An OWLP spokesman said: “We 
will deliver a range of projects 
which will include community en¬ 
gagement events and activities in 
the realms of heritage research, 
arts and farming, conservation 
work on the local wetland habitats, 
creation of new films, leaflets and 
information panels telling the 
story of the history of the land¬ 
scape, and a range of volunteering 
and skills training opportunities 
including community archaeolog¬ 
ical excavations, archival research 
and land management.”

On June 2, as Britain pre¬ 
pared for the D-Day land¬ 
ings, an ammunition train 
caught fire at Soham sta¬ 
tion. The resulting explo¬ 
sion ripped through the 
town, destroyed the station 
and killed two people - sig¬ 
nalman Frank Bridges and 


fireman James Nightall. 

Mr Nightall and driver, 
Ben Gimbert, were award¬ 
ed the George Cross for the 
bravery they showed in 
uncoupling a burning 
wagon of bombs from the 
ammunition train. 

Mr Bridges and guard 
Herbert Clarke have both 
been recognised locally 
and all four men are re¬ 
membered on a special 
memorial adjacent to 


Soham’s war memorial. 

The artefacts, which in¬ 
clude a painting of the dis¬ 
aster, photographs, the 
original brass dedication, 
and the medals of James 
Nightall, including his 
George Cross, will eventu¬ 
ally go on display at Soham 
Museum. This will be 
based at Soham Library 
from this autumn.

Funding for 
stroke service 
renewed for 
another year 

SIR Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, has welcomed news 
that a stroke support service will be 
funded for a further year. 

The Information, Advice and Support 
Service has provided practical and 
emotional support to stroke survivors and 
their carers for the last two years. The 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough CCG 
and Cambridgeshire County Council have 
now agreed to fund it for the next 
financial year. 

The service works with stroke survivors 
once they have been discharged from 
hospital and for up to 12 months as they 
recover. 

It gives information on the possible 
impact of a stroke, the availability of local 
help, how to apply for benefits or 
financial and practical help, and how to 
make appropriate lifestyle changes. 

According to the Stroke Association, for 
each stroke survivor supported by the 
service, around £5,000 is saved in 
further healthcare interventions. 

Sir Jim said: “I am aware of the 
devastating impact strokes can have, on 
victims and on those around them. At 
such a difficult time it is vital that 
individuals are able to access the advice 
and support they need. 

“A number of constituents have 
expressed to me the huge benefit they 
receive from this service and I am 
delighted to hear that this important 
service will continue.” 

The Stroke Association is currently 
working to try and embed the service 
into Cambridgeshire’s stroke pathway.

CHARLOTTE Mendelson reads a lot; a ridiculous 
amount in fact. 

On her bedside table at the moment, for instance, 
is a stack of crime novels ("My indulgence! The 
gloomier the better"), Middlemarch, which she's 
planning to re-read ("I really, really love it"), and a 
pile of new proofs, because when she's not writing 
Man Booker-long listed novels, Mendelson is an 
executive editor at publishers Headline Review. 

"It's very difficult," she laughs. "I've already got 
far more books than I'll have time to read in my life, 
and I can't stop buying them!" 

Mendelson is gearing up to appear alongside 
Natasha Solomons, author of Mr Rosenblum's List, 
as part of the Cambridge Literary Festival's New 
Fiction strand, where she'll be discussing her fourth 
novel, Almost English - the one that caught the 
attention of the Man Booker judges. 

With a froth of dark curly hair, she's got a touch 
of actress Rebecca Hall to her features and is 
awfully polite and very well spoken (that's growing 
up in Oxford for you - her father taught law at St 
John's and she studied at the university). 

Regularly sputtering into laughter and trying 
to graciously shut me up when I tell her how 
impressive a read Almost English is ("OK, that's 
nice! Thank you very much, yes"), Mendelson was 
born in 1972 and blends London roots with mittel- 
European Jewry (her much-loved grandmother 
escaped Prague using false documents in 1939). 

Now a mother of two, with her partner, fellow 
writer Joanna Briscoe, and a contributor to the 
likes of The Guardian, TLS and The Independent 
on Sunday, she's much happier talking about her 
reading habits and the joys of a good book, than 
whether her own writing merits the spotlight. 

"I like books that make me laugh, but hardly any 
ever do, and it's very frustrating," she muses. "I 
love books about dysfunctional families, and I love

crime. Basically, the thing I most want is to forget 
where I am, forget I'm on the bus: being captured 
by a book." 

The self-confessed "enormous girly swot" 
considers an innate bookishness and geekiness 
responsible for her becoming an author - despite a 
careers questionnaire at school recommending her 
for road haulage... 

Stories, she says, are "my passion. It's not the 
fact I wanted to be a writer, I thought, ‘wouldn't 
it be amazing to be a writer?' But I could never be 
one." Fortunately, in her mid-20s and working in 
publishing, she 'forgot' to go to law school, found 
herself with her own office and "bit the bullet and 
tried". 

She started whizzing up paragraphs and plotlines 
on her lunch breaks, and the results have been 
quite wonderful. 

Aside from Almost English, her 2001 debut, Love 
in Idleness, preceded Daughters of Jerusalem, 
which won a clutch of prizes and saw her 
shortlisted for the Sunday Times Young Writer of 
the Year Award, while 2007's When We Were Bad 
waltzed into the Orange Prize for Fiction shortlist. 

When it comes to the actual process of writing, 
she's very frank. "I go up to my desk with some 
coffee, and usually with an enormous pile of 
provisions and just try to keep my bottom on the 
seat until I've written," she explains. "But it's quite 
difficult not inventing very urgent tasks. There isn't 
a magic to it. It's about bums on seats and writing 
words really..."
